RUSSIANS’ RETREAT 
IS TOLD BY TURKS. 


ATLANTIC AND A. P.} 
NSTANTINOPLE, July 5 (via 
London, 6:10 p.m.)—The War Office 
today made public the following 
communication: 

“In South Persia, on June 28, the 
Russians retreated frem Kozrevabad, 
fleeing in the direction of Mahidecht. 
A strong réar guard, which had re- 
mained in Harunabad, fled on June 
29, before our advanced guards, re- 
treating im the direction of their 
main forces. 

“On the Caucasian front our left 
wing is strengthening the positions 
north of Tohoruk River. Attacks of 
the enemy in this sector failed.” 


SENATOR DENOUNCES 
SUFFRAGE UNIONISTS.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Members 
of the Congressiona] Union for Wom- 
an Suffrage were denounced in the 
Senate today by Chairman Thomas 
of the Woman Suffrage Committee 
for interrupting President Wilson 
yesterday when he was dedicating 
the new American Federation of La- 
bor Building. 

Senator Thomas read a letter 
from the legislative chairman of the 
union saying that organization was 
not ready for a vote on the Federal 
suffrage amendment. He said he 
would not urge a vote himself be- 
cause the amendment would receive 
fewer votes now than it did last year, 
inasmuch as Senator Penrose was 
now opposed to it and Senators 
Phelan of California and Johnson of 
South Dakota, new Senators, would 
vote against it. 

He denied the Congressional Union 
or the woman’s party controlled 
4,000,000 votes, the total strength of 
women in the suffrage States.

RESIDENT MAY ORDER 
MILITIA TO GO HOME. 


Carranza Paves Way for Friendly 
Negotiations with United States. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


ASHINGTON, July 6.—Early 
resumption of friendly dipio- 
Matic conversations with the 
de facto government of Mexico to 
the end that peace and order may 
be restored in Northern Mexico and 
along the border, is expected here to 
be the next step of the United States 
in its relations with its southern 
neighbor, 
Unquestionably if no new bandit 
outbreaks occur the National 
Guardsmen will be gradually sent 


‘back to their homes. It originally 


was planned that only a part of the 
force be used on the border, the re- 
mainder being sent later to relieve 
regiments which had put in the re- 
quired time at active service. It is 
possible that scheme will be fol- 
lowed later. 


The crisis precipitated by Villa's 
raid on Columbus, N. M., and cul- 
minating in the fight at Carrizal 
Mex., between American and Mexi- 
can troops, appeared tonight to have 
been dissipated by an Amorican 
cable note from Gen, pre- 
sented during the day by his am- 
bassador-designate here, Eliseo Ar- 
redondo. The note proposes that 
the differences 
ments be settled by mediation or by 
direct negotiations. It is remark- 
able for its brevity, ite restrained 
and friendly tone and for the abso- 
lute lack of any of the strong, even 
insolent language which character- 
ized the last two communications 
from the de facto government. It 
tSeats as @ closed incident the ex- 
change of unfriendly communica- 
tions, which brought war almost 
within sight. 

FEELING WORST IS OVER. 

No formal comment on the note 
was obtainable from State Depart- 
ment officials. A copy was forward- 
ed to the White House immediately 
om its receipt and President Wilson 
will determine on the course to be 
pursued. The fact that Secretary 
Lansing completed preparations to- 
day for a month’s vacation to begin 
Friday is regarded as t, 
however, of a feeling on his part 
tha®the crisis is adver. 

As a matter of general principle, 
the Washington government always 
has favored mediation of any dis- 
pute suitable for such procedure. 
There is every indication, however, 
that in the present instance, it will 
be deemed desirable to conduct 
forthcoming negotiations directly 
with the Carranza government. 

LATINS ARE INTERBSTED. 


Members of the Latin-American 
diplomatic corps here are expected 
to make inguiry s00n as to the at- 
titude of the Washington govern- 
ment in view of the statement of the 
Mexican Foreign Office that it awaits 
only a decision here as to whether 
mediation or 
would be preferable. Indications 
tonight were that the inquiries would 
be met with asburances that the two 
governments had reached a stage 
where they would not find it neces- 
sary to call upon the friendly serv- 
“— of their neighbor States. 

t is not known whether a formal 
reply to Gen. Carranza’s is contem- 
plated. Diplomatic usage does not 
eall for one, and many officials feel 
that more can be accomplished 
through informal discussion between 
Mr. Arredondo and Counsellor Polk, 
who will act as Secretary in Mr. 
Lansing’s absence, than could be 
hoped for in any other ways. It ts 
understood Mr. Arredondo plans to 
call at the department tomorrow, to 
say goodby to Secretary Lansing be- 
fore his departure for hia vacation. 
Probably the preliminary steps nec- 
essary for the inauguration of the 
informal discussion will be taken 
there. State Department officials 
appedred entirely satisfied with the 
definition of the matters to be set- 
tled outlined in the New Mexican 
note. 

TEXT OF THE 

The note in full follows; 

“WASHINGTON, July 4, 1916. 

“Mr. Secretary: I have the honor 
to transmit in continuation the text 
of a note I have just received from 
my government with instructions to 
present it to Your Excellency: 

“'Mr,. Secretary: 

“‘*Referring to the notes of June 
20 and 26, last, I have the honor to 
gay to Your Excellency that the im- 
mediate release of the Carriza] pris- 
oners was a further proof of the 
sincerity of the desires of this gov- 
ernment to reach a pacific and sat- 
isfactory arrangement of present 
difficulties. This government is 
anxious to solve the present conflict 
and it would be unjust if its atti- 
tude were misinterpreted, ~< 

“Tt was also the Mexican gov- 
ernment that earnestly suggested a4 
Plan for cantonments along the 
boundary line during the confer- 
ences of Ciudad Juarez and El Paso, 
This government is disposed now, as 
it has always been, to seek an im- 
mediate solution of the two points 
which constitute the true cause of 
the conflict between the two coun- 
tries to-wit: the American govern- 
ment thinks reasonably that the in- 
security of its frontier is a source 
of diffictity, and the Mexican gov- 
ernment on its part believes that 
the stay of American troops on Mex- 
jean territory, aside from being a 
trespass on the sovereignty of Mex- 
ico, is the immediate cause of the 
copfiicts. Therefore, the withdrawal 
of American troops on one hand, 
and the protection of the frontier on 
the other, are the two essential 
problems, the solution of which 
must be the directing object of the 
efforts of both governments. 
 ““Mhig government is willing to 
consider in a quick and practical 
wavy and prompted by a spirit of 
concord the remedies which should 
be applied to the present situation. 

“‘Several Latin-American coun- 
tries have offered their friendly me- 
diation to the Mexican government, 
and the latter has accepted it in 
principle. Therefore the Mexican 
government only ewaits information 
that the government of the United 
States would be disposed to accept 
this mediation for the purpose men- 
tioned above or whether it is still 
of the belief that the same results 
may be attained by means of direct 
negotiations between Moth govern- 
ments. 

“‘In the meantime this govern-

OBJECT OF CONFABS. 


While the object of the negotia- 
tions is thus clearly outlined and ap- 
pears acceptable to the State De- 
partment, the subjects to be consid- 
ered. specifically will have to be ar- 
ranged iater.

It has been noted already that the 

exican troops have occupied and 
policed the territory relinquished by 
Gen. Pershing, as he drew his men 
northward. Arniy officials believe 
that this, taken in connection with 
the new assurances given in today’s 
note, may lead to complete with- 
drawal of the force, as rapidly as is 
possible without endangering the 
border. 

TO TURN CLOCK BACK. 

In effect, the latest note proposes 
that the clock be turned back to the 
time immediately following the Co- 
lumbus raid, and when negotiations 
were afoot for the passage of Ameri- 
can troops into, Mexico, in pursuit 
of the raiders. Conditions have 
changed since then, however, Gen. 
Carranza having assembied a consid- 
erable army in Northern Mexico and 
the United States having called the 
entire Nationa! Guard to the line for 
patrol duty. It is regarded as im- 
probable that any plan for Ameri- 
can pursuit of bandits except pos- 
sibly within limited areas, where a 
hot trail is followed, and no Car- 
ranga troops are available, will be 
discussed in the new negotiations. 

A plan for border cantonments, to 
which referetce is made in the note, 
was proposed by Gen. Obregon at 
his conference in FE] Paso with Maj.- 
Gen. Scott, Chief of Staff of the army. 
Gen. Scott would not consider it 
then because it was founded on the 
stipulation that Gen. Pershineg’s 
column would be withdrawn imme- 
diately. That stipulation in effect 
now is revoked and unquestionably 
American officials now will give the 
plan serious consideration. 

OBRBGON’'S PROPOSAL. 

Gen. Obregon proposed that at 
necessary intervals along the bor- 
der, camps of Mexican and Ameri- 
can troops be established opposite 
each other on their respective sides 
of the line. Information as to the 
bandits’ movements would be inter- 
changed by the camp commanders 
and military operations against the 
raiders be conducted jointly, al- 
though each. force would remain 
within its own territory.

Although the “punitive expedi- 
tion” went into Mexico for the ex- 
press purpose of catching Villa, it is 
unlikely that Gen. Pershing will take 
any part in this new war. 

According to information brought 
here from the Pershing expedition, it 
would be very difficult for the United 
States to pursue Villa or anybody 
else with much vigor. 

This is because of the condition of 
Gen, Pershing’s horses. The cavalry 
stock is in such bad shape that 
Pershing’s entire command will have 
to be remounted before his campaign 
could be resumed. 


HEAT AFFECTS HORSES. 


It is claimed by infantry officers 
here that Pershing’s infantry is now 
a more mobile force than his mount- 
ed troops; that the foot soldiers: 
could outmarch the cavalry of the 
Pershing expedition. 

At the outset of this campaign the 
cavalry started out for a record. The 
usual conservatism in regard to the 
use of the horses was thrown aside 
and the orders were to ride hard. 
The result is that the horses are 
worn out. They were nearly all 
northern horses and were not used to 
the terrible heat. On many of the 
scouting trips they didn’t get enough 
food and water. 4 

The men of the infantry stood up 
much better under the strain than 
the horses of the cavalry. All of 
which goes to prove h what was 
already known—that ‘a horse hasjno 
powers of endurance compared with 
a healthy man. A horsé can only 
bear about a quarter of own 
weight and continue through a cam- 
paign. Soldiers have been known to 
go through a campaign carrying 
three-quarters of their own weight. 
Our infantry soldiers habitually 
carry something over a third of 
their weight. 

FINIS FOR WAR HORSE. | 

In the opinion of many officers 
this cam marks the beginning 
of the end of the horse as a warrior. 

For forty years we have not had 
cavalry in our army as the European 
understands cavalry. Strictly speak- 
ing, our cavalry is mounted infantry. 
We only use the horse as a means of 
getting the soldiers quickly to the 
firing line. It seems to have n 
demonstrated that this can be - 
complished more effectively by the 
use of motor trucks. 

An officer well known as one of 
the War College experts predicted 
today that if we eventually get tmto 
war with Mexico it will be an auto- 
truck war. 

There are very few places where 
horses can go that a truck cannot. 
a few mountain trails have been tra- 
versed, a few streams have been 
forded by horses that would have 
stumped auto trucks, 

There are very few such cases 
where it would eot have been more 
effective to have sent in infantrymen 
in trucks and finished the hard parts 
of the trip on foot. Military experi- 
ence has shown that a horse is amaz- 
ingly ineffective in rough co'intry for 
military purposes.

Wright's coat from his back and 
threw his cap into the street, where 
they stamped on it,” said Capt. An- 
derson. “The leader of the soldiers 
constantly threatened Wright with 
death unless he shouted “Viva Mex- 
ico,’ but Wright steadfastly refused) 
Just ag things were looking extreme- 
ly sefious one of the head officers 
appeared and rescued Wright, whom 
the officer escorted to the water 
front, after the coat and cap of the 
American had been returned to him.

{From The Times, November 14, 
1914. Interview with Hon. Henry 
Lane Wilson.) 

Following his retirement as Am- 
bassador to Mexico, Hon, Henry 
Lane Wilson had published a mono- 
graph on the Mexican situation 
which was reproduced in The Times 
in 1913, but in the light of more 
recent developments in Mexico, Mr. 
Wilson's attitude at the time of his 
retirement has been borne out and 
his prophecies made at that time 
have proven true, reflecting a singu- 
lar insight into the real Mexico sit- 
uation. 

“Madero was a person of unsound 
intellect, of improper education and 
vision,” continued the former Am- 
bassador. “He was a disciple of the 
French school in politics and eco- 


use of practical application its 
threads of philosophy. He was a4 
dreamer of dreams and a singer of 
unknown songs which met no echo. 
He came into power as an apostle 
of liberty, but he was simply a man 
of disordered intellect who hap- 
pened to be in the public eye at 
the psychological moment. 

“The responsibilities of office and 
the disappointments growing out of 
rivalries and intrigues shattered his 
reason completely and in the last 
days of his government, during the 
bombardment of the capital, his 
mental qualities, always abnormal, 
developed all the characteristics of 
that dangerous form of lunacy of 
which the best example in ancient 
times is a Nero and in modern times 
a Castro. It must always be remem- 
bered that Madero came to his 
death two days after Huerta became 
dictator, and not before. 

“Madero came into power com- 
mitted to a programme of free press, 
free speech, free land, free elec- 
tions and free education. After 
eighteen months of his rule not a 
single additional educational facility 
had been furnished a Mexican child. 
Not a single acre of land had been 
distributed, nor had any law capable 
of intelligent application been passed 
for its distribution. In the matter 
of free press, the Madero govern- 
ment at the time of its downfall was 
owner of three metropolitan dailies, 
and the editors of five were in jail. 
In the matter of free elections the 
government interfered in every gu- 
bernatorial and congressional elec- 
tion after the advent of the Madero 
regime, In the matter of free speech 
no man could call his home his 
castle, could not speak his mind in 
the open, and a reign of terror was 
on through all of Mexico.” 

Henry Lane Wilson, the author 
of the foregsing incisive sentences 
and the fearless personal observer 
of the Mexican situation during a 
long period of that country’s cease- 
less turmoil, is today a severe critic 
= President Wilson's Mexican pol- 
cy.

LONDON, July 6.—Today money 
is plentiful and the discount mar- 
ket weak.

Evidently much 
depends on Paris, the military and 
financial judgment of which counts 
heavily. | | 
Interest is developing in the po- 
litical position of the German Chan- 
cellor. The recent speech of M. 
Sazonoff, Russian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, recognizes him as a 
peace factor. He resta now on the 
support of the Clerical Center and 
the Socialists. The Reichstag, by 
the election, therefore has strength- 
ened his efforts to guide German 
policy into a peace channel. 
The military situation on all fronts 
is too obscure for dogmatism. 
Today some twenty leading free 
traders, free from political ties or 
aspirations, are issuing a manifesto 
against the dangerous tendency of 
the Paris resolutions, which soon 
will be discussed in Parliament. 
Viscount Bryce, Earl Brassey, Ear! 
Beauchamp, Noel Farrer, Secretary 
of the Chamber of Shipping, Sir John 
Simon, John Burns, Thomas Burt, 
Richard Holt, Hugh Bell and many 
other notable names are attached to 
the memorandum issued, which 
dwells on the political corruption 
of the tariff, the importance of neu- 
tral opinion, the folly of any policy 
calculated to inflame international 
feeling after peace, and the danger 
in closing trade avenues to Germany, 
and so forcing a continuance of 
militarism. It is also argued that, 
thanks to its free-trade policy, 
Britain is now financially stronger 
than any belligerent country which 
has enjoyed the supposed advantage 
of a protective tariff. 
Colonial preference is held to be 
as impracticable as ever, because no 
tariff would suit all our colonies and 
all now benefit by our great free 
market. Similar considerations ap- 
ply to France and Italy. 


ACTIVITY IN INDIA. 


Returning to France, the stock 
market's condition fully justifies the 
removal of minimum prices. No 
great liquidation has ensued. The 
chief activity so far has been in 
India government, Irish land and 
London county stocks. Most home 
and municipal securities are on a 
4% to 5 per cent. income basis, as 
compared with 3% just before the 
war. But one-quarter of the interest 
is now sliced off for income tax.

PARIS, July 5.—The first French 
officer to inspect the German posi- 
tion captured by the British around 


Montauban, describing the battle- 


field today, says: 

“At Maricourt roofs were torn 
from houses; houses had _ great 
breaches through them; gardens had 
been swept away.

from Maricourt we passed through. 


the Avenue of Poplars, the pride of 
the region. The poplars are only 
bare trunks. = 

“Before us opened a vast plain 
plowed with four-inch shells, which 
are still bursting and giving off their 
greenish smoke. 

“As I reached what was the first 
German line I thrilled with satisfac- 
tion. What wonderful work has 


been done by our batteries! How 
splendidly have our British comrades 
aided us! What was formerly the 
German line of trenches has now 
become only a vague, chaotic fur- 
row. It resembles a choppy sea. 

“A little farther on lie the first 
corpses of the Germans—a hideous 
line along what was the parapet of 
their trenches—awaiting the mo- 
ment when it will be possible to give 
them a decent burial. 

‘“The communicating trench lead- 
ing to Montauban is nothing but a 
rough path cut every two or three 
yards by shell holes. It is strewn 
with broken rifles, abandoned gre- 
nades, cartridges, scraps of garments 


where are corpses. 

“Montauban, like Vermelles, Ab- 
lain, St. Nazaire and Carency, has 
almost disappeared under the fire 
which it suffered in order to become 
French again. Having been recon- 
quered, it must still suffer, for 
shells are raining on the ruins. The 
Germans had sent away the civilian 
population and the town was empty 
when the British entered.

VESSEL SHELLS | 


Unprovoked Attack Made on 
a Teutonic U-Boat. 


Berlin Describes Battle in 
Baltic with Russians. 


American Steamer Sunk off 
Dover in Collision. 
[BY WIRELESS AND A. P.] 
BERLIN, July 5 (via Sayville.)— 


An unprovoked attack on a Teutonic 
submarine by a steamship is report- 


jed in an announcement given out 


by the Admiralty today as follows: 
“A submarine of the central pow- 
ers recently returned from the Med- 
iterranean and reported that on the 
evening: of May 27, while east of 
the Balearic Islands, it was shelled 
by eae large steamer of unknown na- 
tionality at a range of about 10,000 
metres. The steamer had not been 
stopped by the submarine. No dam- 
age was done to the submarine.” 

Detatis of the engagement between 
German torpedo boats and a Russian 
naval force in the Baltic on the 
night of June 29-30, were made pub- 
lic today in an official statement is- 
sued by the German Admiralty. 

REPORT OF BATTLE. 

The announcement says: 

“German torpedo boats which on 
the night of June 29-30 had an en- 
gagement with Russian sea forces, 
now report in detail. The German 
torpedo boats, when twenty miles 
south of Haefringe, sighted three 
hostile torpedo-boat destroyers, ap- 
parently of the Novik type. The 
Germans elled them. The enemy 
immediatdly turned away and es- 
caped in a rain shower. An hour 
later new smoke clouds were sighted 
in the east, toward which the Ger- 
man torpedo boats immediately 
turned. Two hostile cruisers, ap- 
parently one of the Makarov and 
one of the Oleg type, and five hos- 
tile destroyers were recognized. 

“The German torpedo boats at- 
tacked the enemy with torpedoes 
and artillery. Several explosions on 
the enemy ships were noticed with 
certitude. 

“At the beginning of the attack 
the enemy shelled the German tor- 
pedo boats heavily with all calibers 
of guns but after the explosions on 
the enemy ships, his fire decreased 
considerably. A rising fog caused 
the adversaries to lose sight of each 
other.” 

AMERICAN STEAMER SUNK.

DOVER (Eng.) July 5.—The 
American steamship Jacob Lucken- 
bach was sunk today in a collision 
with an unidentified ship off Dover. 
Her crew of thirty-one was rescued.

This newspaper says that ac- 
cording to the general belief at 
Bruges, the capture was brought 
about by a passenger who said he 
Was an American, but is believed to 
be a German.

San Francisco Business Men 
Plan Mass Meeting. 


Move to Throw off Yoke of 
Stevedores’ Union, 


Request for Special Police 
Refused by Rolph. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 5.—At a 
secret meeting of local business men 
late today, F. J. Koster, president 
of the San Francisco Chamber of. 
Commerce and president of the Cal- 
ifornia Barrel Company, appointed 
a commission to call a general mass 
meeting next week of San Fran- 
cisco business men to devise means 
to move the freight tied tip on the 
wharves here on account of the 
longshoremen’s strike. 
Robert Newton Lynch, general 
manager of the Chamber of Com- 


merce, after the meeting sald: a 
“Many of our merchants have 
been hit very hard by the tying up 


of freight aa a result of the strike’ 


and they purpose to break the em- 
bargo regardless of consequences. 
The time has come to decide wheth- 
er the merchants shall run their 
own businesses or permit the unions 
to do it for them and the issue is 
going to be decided. The merchant 
who wants to move freight under 
the present conditions must firat get 
a permit from J. J. Murphy, prest- 
dent. of the local riggers’ and steve- 
dores’ union.” 

The secret meeting was called 
following Mayor Rolph’s refusal to 
appoint special policemen to ride 
on trucks for the protection of 
teamsters hauling freight that had 
been handled by nonunion  steve- 
dores. 

ROLPH REFUSES AID. 


Mayor Rolph refused today to 
order the swearing in of from 
500 to 1000 extra police for water- 
front duty during the strikes when 
requested by a committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The business men .were members 
of committees appointed for the 
purpose by the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Commercial Club. 
They told the Mayor their organ- 
izations would pay the wages of the 
special policemen. 

The business men based their pe- 
tition for special police upon asser- 
tions that violence is being used by 
the strikers; but Mayor Rolph an- 
swered that he had toured the water 
front and had found no disorder 
since last week. 

The business men are planning to 
hold a mass.meeting to consider 
other action and it was reported that 
they have threatened to put non- 
union teamsters at work tomorrow 
unless their union men face more 
courageously the intimidations of the 
atriking longshoremen.

Governors may not 
accept resignation of officers who 
have been called forth until after 
they have presented themselves for 
muster and have been passed upon 
by a mustering officer. Vacancies 
among officers of organized militia 
or National Guard called forth may 
be filled by the Governor under 
State laws, subject to qualification 
as to future examination as pre- 
scribed by the National Defense Act.

IN ITALY’S ARMY 


Object is to Save Treasures 
from Destruction,

Specially Guarded.

{[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE 
ITALIAN ARMY, June 6.—A de- 
partment of fine arts is one of the 
features of the Italian army. It is 
attached to the General Staff, and 
it has proved to be such a highly 
important feature in modern war- 
fare that admiration of it was ex- 
pressed by Gen. Joffre and the late 
Lord Kitchener during their visits 
to Italy. 

This art department was organ- 
ized by Gen. Cadorna, commander- 
in-chief of the Italian armies, pri- 
marily for the purpose of protecting 
and preserving the art treasures in 
the fighting areas, not only in Ital- 
ian territory, but in places taken 
from ‘the Austrians. Ugo Ojetti, 
an art critic of international repu- 
tation, who has long been officially 
identified with Italian art and archi- 
tecture, was appointed the head of 
the department just a year ago, since 
which time many million dollars’ 
worth of art treasures have been 
taken in charge. 

The art department’is kept fully 
informed regarding any new ad- 
vances on the part of the Italian 
army, and it frequently acts under 
artillery fire. Once the Austrian 
troops have been definitely dis- 
lodged, the art department conducts 
a thorough search for art objecta, 
and takes complete charge of those 
that the Austrians have left behind. 
The search often leads into grave- 
yard tombs and into vaults under 
churches where the treasures were 
hidden for safe-keeping in the early 
days of the war. But in many in- 
Stances, the Austrians have taken 
everything away with them. For 
instance, they removed 1600 objects 
from the archeological museum at 
Aquileja on the night of April 
28, 1916, according to Lieut. 
Ojetti, at the very time Austria was 
offering this city to Italy through 
diplomatic channels. 

POLICY OF AUSTRIA. 


According to Lieut. Ofjetti, it 
was the policy of Austria before the 
war to hide from the Italian popu- 
lation all the Roman remains sug- 


‘gestive of the Italian origin of the 


country in what is now known as 


“unredeemed Italy,” but he said that 


after the war the world will have, 
through the new Italian occupation, 
a much larger store of Roman an- 
tiquities, the existence of many of 
which has hitherto been unknown. 

The work of the art department 
in Verice has given that city the 
aspect cf a much bandaged foaot- 


ball player. Al! of its monuments 
have been carefully protected against 
the stray shells of Austrian aero- 
planes. It Is estimated that no less 
than 790,000 sacks full of sand have 
been placed around the finest build- 
ings and monuments. By actuah 
count 20,000 such bags protect the 


Basilica of St. Marks. In addi- 
tion so extensively have wooden sup- 


ports been put about certain build- 
ings, that many of them, such as 


the Ducal Palace, seem to have been 


rebuilt. (Because of the peculiar 


structure of the Ducal Palace ft was 


feared that a SBingle shell striking 
‘a given building might result in 


the collapse of the entire structure 
and the loss to the world of a.price- 
less example of architecture. Bags 
of sand could not be used because 
their weight might cause the build- 
ings to fall or sink. It was neces- 
sary to erect a full set of brick or 
wooden arches to catch the real ones, 
should they be moved by the shock 
of a shell. 

Iijieutenant Ojetti, aided by the 
half-sallor masons of Venice, labored 
for weeks until now almost every 
monument famous for its artistic 
value has been covered in some 
manner. Of course it has been im- 
possible to cover the Campanile, and 
such towerlike structures, but the in- 
terior ceilings and paintings were 
removed wherever possible. <A typ- 
ical example of the extreme care 
used to protect the masterpieces 
was seen at the Scuola di San Rocco, 
from the walls of which were re- 
moved all the famous oils by Tin- 
toretto. 

SAVES ART TREASURES. 

In an interview with the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, 
Lieut. Ojetti told of his work ‘and 
said that the war, instead of killing 
the artistic spirit, would make the 
art treasures of the Old World more 
loved than ever. “Right in the 
midst of this great war,” he said, 
“the Italian government is doing its 
utmost to protect all objects of art, 
and the rudest soldiers in the 
trenches show a decided interest in 
art objects. For instance, at Aqui- 
leja, which we finally took from the 


Austrians, we dug up an old Roman: 


mosaic, and fot only the King has

REVENUE BILL | 
GIVEN APPROVAL. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, July 5.—The ad- 
ministration general revenue bill, 
designed to produce about $200,000,- 


000 additional revenue from in- 


creased surtax on incomes and from 
taxes on inheritances and war-muni- 
tions profits, was favorably reported 
today by the House Ways and Means 
Committee and probably will be 
passed by the House Monday. 

The Republican members of the 
committee, Longworth of Ohio. and 
Gardner of Massachusetts, voted 


with the Democrats forea favorable 
report, but reserved the right to ex- 
press during debate their objections 
to the methods of the majority in 
framing the measure. Two ether 
Republican committeemen, Green of 
lowa and Sloan of Nebraska, while 
they voted against reporting the bill, 
gave notice that they expected to 
support it on the final roll call. 

General debate is expected to be- 
gin Thursday under a special rule 
providing for a final vote before ad- 
journment Monday. This plan was 
definitely agreed on during the day 
by House leaders. 

The committee report says that 
the necessity for revenue legislation 
“grows out of the necessary increase 
in appropriations for the army and 
navy and fortifications of our coun- 
try.” 

SITUATION SUMMARIZED. 

The financial situation is sum- 
marized in this way: — - 

“Estimated excess of disburse- 
ments over receipts for the fiscal vear 
ending June 30, 1917; $266,922,000; 
additional receipts under the pro- 
posed bill, income tax, $107,000,000: 
estate tax, $17,000,000 (and it is 
estimated that the annual receipts 
obtained from the estate tax will 
amount to $54,000,000 when the law 
is in full operation;) munition man- 
ufacturers’ tax, $71,000,00°%: miscel- 
laneous taxes, $2,000,000. Total ad- 
ditional receipts, $197,000,000: bal- 
ance, to be taken from general fund, 
$69,922,000. 

“Fortunately the balance in the 
general fund June 30, 1916, was 
much larger than at the end of any 
fiscal year since 1908.

fund over $127,000,000. After de- 
ducting $69,922,000 from this fund, 
as above, there will still remain 
June 30, 1917, in the general fund

from the postal revenues. It is also 
safe to deduct as unexpended an 
equivalent to 5 per cent. of the total 
estimated appropriation remaining 
after these deductions. Deducting 
the sinking fund and postal appro- 
priations and the 5 per cent. of the 
balance as unexpended, and the es- 
timated $125,000,000 of bonds to 
finance the Mexican situation, leaves 
1,015,122,000 as the amount for 
which it is necessary to provide rev- 
enue. The estimated revenue under 
present laws is $748,200,000. Esti-

Bids for this work, which calls for 
a concrete roadbed which is de- 
signed to be a continuation of the 
highway constructed by the county 
on the north, will be received up to 
July 18. It is not known whether 
private contractors will care to sub- 
mit bide in competition with the city 
in view of the advantageous figures 
which the latter seems likely to be 
able to procure on materials. 

The decision to bid for this work 
was reached following the filing of 
an opinion by the City Attorney to 
the effect that the city had power 
under the charter to do the work.

Public property, such as a lot 
owned by a municipality or county, 
is not a “public place,” according to 
City Attorney Winder, who today ad- 
vised the City Council that an assess- 
ment amounting to $197, charged 
against the County of Riverside as 
its share of the cost of constructing 
a drainage system in the city, must 
be paid from the general fund, to- 
gether with penalties. The attor- 
ney holds that a “public place” is a 
street.

Reduced Property Assess- 
ments are Requested. 


Mostly Trivial are Demands on 


Ludicrous Objections Heard 
by the Supervisors. 


About forty persons ap yes- 
terday befgre the Board of Super- 
visors, sitting as a Board of Equal- 
ization, and entered protests against 
the assessments of their properties. 
The majority of the objections were 
for property improperly or doubly 
Placed on the records. A number 
were trivial and some ludicrous. 

One man asserted that a valuation 
of $600 on a lot he owned was exces- 
sive. He wanted it reduced to $300. 
Inquiry elicited the fact that he 
would not sell the property for less 
than $1200 cash and that the $600 
valuation had stood for three years. 

A woman protested against the 
valuation on a store building she 
owned. It was discovered that what 
she called a “bare shell” and little- 
account structure was bringing her a 
rental of more than $300 a month. 

All the protests will be taken un- 
der advisement by the board. Coun- 
ty Assessor Hopkins was present 
with his assistants to state the facts 
in regard to the assessments.

So far as could be learned 
noné of the strike-breakers was hit, 
but three of them hecame frightened 
and refused to continue work. They 
were immediately taken the 
yard. 

A futile attempt was made to lo- 
cate the men who had been throw- 
ing the stones, but all of the strikers 
and their sympatBizers found in the 
adjacent yards were d and 
the cowardly tactics ceased. 


When the big bell in the tower of 
the City Hall pealed a fire alarm at 
about 11 o’clock there was great 
confusion. “It’s the strikers,” came 
as one voice throughout the harbor 
district and when the fire companies 
dashed to the wharf for transpor- 
tation over the bay to the plant of 
the Blinn Lumber Company every-

The cOmpany has employed a 
score of night watchmen and they 
have been reinforced by twenty po- 
licemen, who will not leave the plant 
at night. Yesterday it was the 
opinion of al) that the strikers will 
not attempt much deviltry in the 
daytime. 

In the event of riots the police 
patrol will be needed and not know- 
ing what may occur should the strik- 
ers be incited to mob vengeance, 
Chief Snively had one of the wagons 
from Central Station taken to the 
harbor. There was no use for it 
yesterday, but it is believed it will 
come in handy if there is a serious 
outbreak. 

Powerful searchlights have been 
stationed at various points of van- 
tage in the Wood plant and police- 
men will be stationed on the towers 
throughout the night.

cottonseed oll, molybdenum salts and 
automobile accessories. To the fore- 
g0Oing before the end of the year will 
be added sheet steel, borax and po- 
tassium from Searless Lake, aniline 
dyes, tissue paper, oxygen gas and 
farm tractors. 

The eleven tuna packing estab- 
lishments at our harbor report com- 
bined orders for this year’s product, 
aggregating $3,000,000. When it is 
remembered that the output for the 
year 1911 was less than $250,000, the 
increase in this splendid industry is 
gratifying, indeed. 


BUREAU'S WORK. 


Representatives of the bureau vis- 
ited eastern cities and made a thor- 
ough study of the methods used by 
various commercial organizations to 
promote industrial development. 

The bureau recommended to the 
Los Angeles City Council that a sub- 
Stantial reduction be made in the 
rates for water used for manufac- 
turing purposes. 

It has conducted an immense cor- 

respondence with eastern manufac- 
turers and filed briefs with many of 
them in an effort to secure the loca- 
tion of branch plants in this section. 

It has assisted old established fac- 
tories to find new markets and ex- 
pand the outputs of their products. 

It has advised home manufactur- 
ers with regard to all proposed con- 
tracts for government, State, county 
and city supplies. 

It has conducted an industrial ad- 
vertising campaign through the pub- 
lication of industrial news articles 
and the circulation of its literature 
throughout the East. 

It has recommended the organiza- 
tion of a manufacturers’ executives 
club composed of managers, superin- 
tendents and sales agents of local 
manufacturing concerns with the ob- 
ject of profnoting industrial develop- 
ment. 

It has secured motion picttre ma- 
terial and data for the exhibit made 
by the chamber at the First National 
Motion Picture Exposition at Madi- 
son Square Garden, New York City. 

It has assisted varfous industrial 
to secure additional capi- 

Its representatives visited neich- 
boring industrial districts and aided 
in organizing industrial development 
organizations. 

The bureau is now planning a 
great home products demonstration 
and a new industries display to be 
held some time during the coming 


fall.

Owing to the greatly increased ac- 
tivities of the bureau, it will soon 
occupy larger quarters in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building. 

Los Angeles is now fully aroused 
to the vital importance of industria] 
development. The work for more 
smokestacks, more pay rolls and an 
increased patronage of home prod- 
ucts should go on with renewed 
vigor.

LOWER RATE. 


Bond Suit Affects Hollywood 
Water Users. 


High Line will be Ample for 
Large District. 


Miles of New Pipes Needed | 


in the City. 


A few sessions ago the Public 
Service Commission adopted a reso- 
lution to the effect that matters per- 
taining to the Hollywood water 
bond issue had made such advance- 


ment that the commission hoped to 
be able to give Hollywood the city 
water rate by August 1. Yesterday 
the commission discussed possible 
measures that might be taken so as 
not to disappoint the rate-payers of 
Hollywood. 

The proposed reduction was condi- 
tioned, of course, upon the success- 
ful delivery of the bonds and the re- 
ceipt of payment therefor. Now a 
resident of the Palms district has 
brought an action in court that pre- 
vents the present delivery of the 
bends, and the indications are that 
Pt case will go to trial. The pro- 
pdsed reduction in rates in the Hol- 
lywood district would curtail the wa- 
ter revenues about $10,000. The 
commission has to pay instalments 
of $21,900. a month on the purchase 
price of the Union Hollywood system 
and $24,000 in interest on the con- 
tract price is Que this month, Until 
the bonds are sold a reduction in 
rates will embarrass the commission.

May Demand Licenses of Companies 
Doing Interurban Business.

It is believed by the police that sym- 
pathizers with the newsies are mak- 
ing away with the newspaper-vend- 
ing contrivances.

Gives China as Example of 
Peace at Any Price. 


“At any time within the last few 
months, while the Panama Canal was 
closed, a nation from out of the 
Pacific that we will call ‘X’ could 


have taken this entire coast in two 
weeks, or three at the outside. Its 
men could then have guarded the 
mountain passes and have held this 
country entirely shut off from the 
rest of America.” . 

This was but one of the many 
Startling statements made last night 
by Hon. Henry M. Breckenridge, 
late assistant Secretary of War, in 
an address on “Preparedness” at 
Blanchard Hall, under auspices of 
the Navy League. , 

Capt. Randolph Huntington Miner 
presided and outlined the work that 
is undertaken by the Navy League. 
Dr. J. H. McBride of the Pasadena 
Navy League also made a short ad- 
dress on this line. 

REFUTES THEORISTS. 

Mr. Breckenridge declared he is 
in full sympathy with the aims of 
the Navy League and its propaganda 
for preparedness. “We advocate 
preparedness against war,” said the 
speaker. “We believe that battle- 
ships are cheaper than battles. The 
pacifist says we mustn’t prepare for 
war, as it breeds war. nprepared- 
ness for war doésn’t prevent war. 
Ask Belgium. We've never been pre- 


pared for war, and yet the Vumied 
in Los Angeles. States has spent much time in war. 
Two thousand Woodmen of America The pacifist is wrong—preparedness 


tends to prevent war. It prevents 
national annihilation, or national 
humiliation such as China is now 


experiencing. For generations China 
has been for unpreparedness, and 
the records show that she has suf- 
fered constantly from wusurpations 
and the lopping off of her territory. 
You have in China a logical and the 
inevitable conclusion of the doctrine 
of the pacifist. 
ARMS BEST SECURITY. 

“The peculiar mental twist of the 
pacifist sees a great danger in pre- 
paredness. They are more willing 
to trust to the mercy and justice 
of the empires of the earth that are 
fully armed than they are ,to trust 
their own people adequately pre- 
pared for a self-restraint and a just 
defense. I prefer to trust our- 
selves.” 

The speaker reviewed the world’s 
history, and contrasted its great ad- 
vance movements with the policy of 
the pacifists. He declared that had 
the pacifists been in control Cali- 
fornia would be a Spanish conoy: 
that if George Washington had been 
a pacifist, America would be an Eng- 
lish dependency, and that if the same 
policy ‘had controlled Abraham Lin- 


coln the United States would have} 


been rent in twain. 

“It may cost you money to de- 
fend your nation, and the cest may 
be great,” said Mr. Breckenridge, 
“but the wages of national impo- 
tence is national death.” 


WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 


deductions as to what might have 

happened had the forces of any of 

the great European nations been 
turned against America instead of 
against each other, and declared that 
our navy would have been swept 
from the sea and their trained forces 
would have overswept our land while 
we were trying to put ourselves in a 
condition for defense. Interesting 
statistics were given in comparison 
of the guns of America and those of 
the European nations, and the speak- 
er declared that by using all avail-} 
able means at full force it would re- 
quire thirty-nine months to put a 
fully equipped army of 500,000 in 
the field. 

‘‘Three-fourths of the human race 
work for not more than 10 cents a 
day,” said the speaker. “As sensi- 
ble Americans we should look the 
facte in the face and be pretty care- 
ful to prepare so that they don't 
come to take the country where the 
wages are twenty times that. 

FACE TO FACE. 

“If the Japanese had California 
they wouldn't stop to listen to the 
pacifists as to whether they would 
defend it or not. I wish there were 
no reason to fear the Japanese. I 
wish that my nation were strong 
enough to look them eye to eye and 
face them strength to strength and 


say: “We'll both go on together to 
our rising destinies of develop- 
ment.’ ” 


The speaker was very caustic in 
his criticiem of the politics that has 
controlled naval affaires, and urged 
that the individual citizen has a 
strong duty to perform in selecting 
representatives at Washington, who 
are really the directors who control | 
the destinies of the nation. He also 
advocated universal preparedness for 
service whenever the country needs 
such service,

STRONG REPUBLICANS 


The advance guard of more than 
550 American refugees brought 
from Mexican West Coast cities 
San Diego Tuesday on the na 
transport Buffalo arrived here yes- 
terday, stanchly Republican. 
cording to the early arrivals, in the 
host of refugees that will reach here 
today there is a great dearth of 
Democrats. 

Aside from this outstanding fea- 
the arri 


ef other Americans who have at 
one time or another during the past 
months abandoned their possessions 
ad escaped with their 
United States. They 
tell the same tales of almost un- 
believable oppression and insult, the 
same pitiful story of being forced 
to take refuge under the flags of 
foreign nations, and relate almost 
the same accounts of seeing one by 
one the mines, farms, stores and 
other possessions they have given 
the better part of their lives to ac- 
quire taken from them by de facto 
“authorities.” 

Many of them are traveling to 
the homes of friends and relatives 
on money furnished by Red Cross 
officials at San Diego. A few have 
as baggage only the clothes thev 
wear. The more fortunate saved as 
much of their worldly possessions 
as they were able to pack in suit 


cases. 

At the Westminster, where many 
of them are staying, are several of 
the Southern Pacific of Mexico em- 

loyees. More are expected today. 
n all there are about thirty-five 
railroad men among the refugees. 
They think they will be sent te 
Nogales to open up the road inte 
Mexico from that station, but with 
the exception of these there ls 
scarcely a man among. the refugees 
who can rely on speedy employ- 
ment. & 

One thing. is assured, however, 
according to those who arrived yes- 
terday: none are going back to Mes- 
ico until a Republican President is 
firmly seated in Washington, or the 
American troops establish military 
law below the border. 

S. M. McGaffey, one of the South- 
ern Pacific employee-refugees at the 
Westminster, seemed to voice the 
sentiment of all when he said: “I'll 
take a train into Mexico again when 
the American troops go in with me, 
ahead of me, or behind me, but un- 
der no other conditions.” Mr. Me- 
Gaffey bears two scars on his body, 
the result of proclaiming his Amer- 
icanism while in Mexico. 

Before the Buffalo sailed from 
Mazatian last week the Mexican offi- 
clals openly stated that Pershing’s 
troops will never reach the border 
without a fight, according to the 
refugees. Almost without exception 
they believe the moment the main 
body of troops withdraw from their 
intrenchments they will be hemmed 
in by Mexican troops who have been 
afraid to attack before because of 
the strategic position occupied by 
the Americans. All along the Mexi- 
can West Coast, they Say, prepara- 
tions are being made to withstand 
an attack. It was reported the day

TRIM BUDGET. 


Citizens’ Committee has View 
of City Expense Roll. 


Shows Small Increases Over 
Year’s Figures. 


Business Men will Suggest 
Further Cuts. 


Members of the special commit- 
tee of business men who propose to 
assist the City Council in its task 
of trimming the budget for the pres- 
ent year caught their first glimpse 
of the proposed budget last night, 
and at the same time the Council 
Budget Committee members them- 
selves saw for the first time the re- 
sult of their work of the last three 


months. The conference last night 
was only a hurried and casual ex- 
amination of this document, and at 
a later meeting the business men’s 
committee will be asked to submit 
suggestions for cutting expenses in 
Various city departments below the 
tentative appropriations recommend- 
ed ae, the Budget Committee. 

Figures were p nted in tabu- 
lated form which show the appro- 
Priations for the various depart- 
ments tentatively fixed for the pres- 
ent fiscal year ag compared with the 
amounts appropriated and expended 

year and the amounts requested 
by the various departments. The in- 
creased allowances and the de- 
creases were also noted, and mem- 
bers of the Budget Committee were 
called upon to explain the increases 
allowed this year. 

COMMITTEE'S WORK. 

The committee of business men in- 
cluded representatives of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association and 
the Los Angeles Realty Board. Those 
present included Gilbert S. Wright 
({chairman,) John 8S. Mitchell, E. G. 
Judah, Fred Fiint and W. I. Hol- 
lingsworth. Chairman Wheeler of 
the Budget Committee presented a 
statement of the work of the com- 
mittee, which was supplemented by 
Councilmen Betkouski and Wright.

ENGINEERS SECURE 
IRRIGATION DATA. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
DINUBA, July 5.—Lewis C. Hill 
and W. H. Code, engineers of Los 
Angeles, have been here collecting 
data to be used in connection with 
the proposed irrigation system of 
which the centra] feature will be 
an immense storage reservoir at 
Pine Fiat on Kings River. The 
project is expected to cover land in 
Fresno, Kings and Tulare counties 
and it is probable that tpwards of 
850,000 acres of fruit land will be 
included. Rough estimates place 
the cost of the completed work at 
$6,000,000. 

Engineer Hill, who chose Code as 
his assistant, was sent here under 
orders from Franklin K. Lane, Sec- 
retary of the Interior, and the re- 
port which he will make will be 
filed with the Federal officials. A 
copy of his report will also go to 
the State Reclamation Bureau. 

Many of the preliminary moves in 
the organization of an irrigation dis- 
trict for this proposed system have 
been made. Fresnans have filed an 
application for the flood Water from 


the Kings River, and property has 
been secured on option on which to 
locate the controlling works at the 
dam site.
